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An Adventure in the Woods. 


Willard was from Michigan. 
His father was the owner of sev- 
eral large tracts of timber from 
which he was rapidly accumlat- 
ing a large fortune. The son, by 
the advice of his father, had 
come to the far South in search 
of good timber-land and it was 
he who was to be my companion 
on a trip through the swamp 
where I hoped to show him some 
timber suitable for his purpose. 

We decided to start early one 
Monday morning in the middle 
of June. Everything had been 
arranged beforehand. Bothof us 
wore rough hunting clothes and 
each carried a heavy “‘slicker’’ 
strapped to our big Texas sad- 
dles. In addition we carried a 
few tins of meat to serve as 
lunches. Willard and I both 
carried pistols and I, for hunt- 
ing purposes, carried a heavy 
rifle. 

Inquiries having been made, 
we allowed ourselves two days 
in which to cross the tract. We 
expected to return by rail at 
leisure. Before leaving we 
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learned from an ancient woods- 
man that there was a spacious 
house secluded in the midst of 
the forest where we might ob- 
tain shelter for the night. The 
house, he told us, was familiary 
known as ‘‘ Maison de Forét,’’ 
the house of an eccentric old 
Frenchman. With these meagre 
directions we set out hoping that 
with the aid of a compass and 
map, we would not lose our way. 


Willard had never been in a 
southern forest before and was 
bewildered. The size of the trees, 
the Spanish moss hanging in fes- 
toons from the lofty branches, 
the thick palmettoes, the dense 
undergrowth of vines, etc.,—all 
was new to him. 


We proceeded thus until late 
in the afternoon, having stopped 
but once to water our horses at a 
little pool and to sample our pro- 
visions. My friend was delight- 
ed with the timber. As we ad- 
vanced still further, my compan- 
ion remarked that the palmet- 
toes seemed larger and more 
abundant. We noticed, too, that 
the undersides of the immense 
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leaves were, in many cases, the 
resting place of numerous wasp 
nests. While riding along in a 
careless manner we engaged in 
conversation and I soon forgot to 
pay much attention to my where- 
abouts. 


Suddenly my horse began to 
rear and plunge and I felt as 
though I were being pricked with 
a thousand needles. I soon dis- 
covered that I had ridden into a 
group of palmettoes thickly in- 
habited by wasps and that it was 
these which were causing the 
trouble. I dismounted to lead 
my horse into a more open place 
and to brush the insects from his 
flanks. My foot had hardly touch- 
ed the ground when I heard the 
warning whirr of a rattle snake; 
directly behind me I saw the rep- 
tile and a huge speciman he was, 
too; at this moment, my horse, 
wild with pain and fear, began 
to kick and rear again, one lunge 
lifted me clear of the ground and 
landed me in fatal proximity to 
the murderous snake. Already 
coiled, he was waiting to deal a 
death blow, and I felt the sharp 
fangs bury themselves in my leg 
just above the top of my shoe. I 
uttered a yellof pain and terror 
and Willard, hidden from view 
by the great palm leaves, came 
to my rescue. He shot the snake 
which had fourteen rattles and a 


button, showing it to be of a ripe 
old age. 

Almost immediately my limb 
began to swell and the pain was 
intense. Willard fired six shots 
in close succession hoping that 
he might be within hearing dis- 
tance of some woodsman. After 
a few minutes of silence the 
noise of a horn was heard at the 
right and a voice called to us. 
My friend lifted me to his horse 
and started in the direction from 
which the sound had come. 

After a few minutes we came 
to a large creek or ‘‘ bayou’’ 
and on the opposite side we saw 
the edge of the pine hills with 
their soft carpet of needles. Set 
some distance back from the 
bayou was a house about which 
every indication was of thrift- 
iness. We crossed a rude bridge 
near at hand and approached the 
house. 

An old man advanced to meet 
us and Willard at once told him 
of my wound. He called a ser- 
vant and I was taken into a cool, 
well-furnished room and put ona 
bed near the window. Until late 
in the night Monsieur Léonce 
worked with me and finally said 
that I was beyond all danger as 
the result of an application of a 
mad stone. 

Upon awakening the next 
morning I felt about as usual ex- 
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cept for an uncomfortable stiff- 
ness in my injured limb. At 
breakfast we were introduced to, 
Mademoiselle Géraldine our hosts 
daughter, and a very sweet look- 
ing and attractive girl she was. 
Her quaint English, broken oc- 
casionally by short exclamations 


in French, was delightful to 
hear. 


After some consultation it was 
decided best for me to rest for 
the day and not to attempt trav- 
el till the following day. To 
this Willard willingly agreed. 

During the course of the morn- 
ing Willard and our fair hostess 
went for a walk leaving me alone 
except for two or three servants, 
with directions to make myself 
at home. Soon tiring of my 
book I got up and wandered aim- 
lessly around. Upon approach- 
ing what seemed to be the barn I 
was met by a strong odor of de- 
caying flesh. Coming from the 
source it did, it aroused my curi- 
osity and I determined to see 
what it was. I soon discovered 
that what I took for a barn was, 
in reality a slaugter house. Still 
curious I entered and in a room 
to one side I came across a great 
pile of pelts from _ recently 
slaughtered cattle. Just as I was 
about to turn away I saw on one 
of the uppermost hides a familiar 
brand—that of one of our neigh- 
bors. Knowing that he had late- 


ly lost quite a number of fine 
steers, I was interested and 
started to investigate. After 
having looked at all the brands in 
the pile I was greatly astonished 
to find that, with only two ex- 
ceptions all of them were 
those of three or four large far- 
mers in the neighborhood a- 
round my home. 

Startled by a noise behind me 
I turned to find myself looking 
in the barrel of a large pistol in 
the steady hand of my host. He 
was very angry and railed at me 
in a storm of broken English. 
When I endeavored to reply he 
became still more incensed and 
fearing that he would shoot, I 
determined to defend myself. 
Being but two or three feet away 
with my face toward him and 
without a weapon I was appar- 
ently defenseless. I ducked my 
head and jumped at his knees 
just in time to escape a wildly 
aimed bullet. Surprised at my 
attack the old Frenchman was 
easily overcome and relieved of 
his gun. 

I took him back tothe house 
and there heard his story in the 
presence of his daughter and my 
friend. ‘For several months he 
had been killing cattle in the 
swamp, taking the pelts and 
meat to a town but a few miles 
below on the banks of the stream 
He was aided in his work by 
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another Frenchman and an old 
negro. Before he finished his 
story I found that he had killed 
about one hundred and forty 
(140) cattle which did not belong 
to him. Géraldine, it seemed, 
was an accomplice in the busi- 
ness, as she carried on the cor- 
respondence necessary to mar- 
ket their spoil. 

Though I disliked having to 
return their hospitality and kind- 
ness by harsh means I felt it to 
be my duty to arrest the offen- 
ders. During the afternoon 
while preparations for departure 
were being made a gasoline 
launch stopped just below the 
bridge and four men came for- 
ward.

After turning our prisoners over 
to the law Willard and Ibade them 
farewell and departed, regret- 
ting our part in the arrest of the 
hosts of ‘‘La Maison de Forét.’’
